6. Alew ife Update / Representatives Paulsen and Marzilli 

Representative Anne Paulsen spoke at length regarding the O'Neill property. They propose to construct a 248,000-sq. ft. office 
building. The proposal gives Belmont the benefits of a $375,000 contribution to its affordable housing fund. O'Neill Properties plans 
to develop (7) seven acres and restrict development on 8.6 acres. There is also an adjacent six-story parking garage planned for 
the site. 

Representative Paulsen stated Belmont's Tow n Meeting must rezone the property to commercial zoning since it is zoned for 
general residence now. 


Mr. Hurd stated that Arlington w ill endure much of the effect but w ill receive none of the benefits. The Board felt Belmont officials 
have been lax in giving information on the Belmont property. Mrs. Dias felt she learned more by reading the newspaper in one 
w eek than from the Tow n of Belmont. Mrs. Mahon stated she belongs to the Alew ife Coalition, a group w hich includes local 
activists and officials from Arlington, Belmont and Cambridge including Belmont Selectmen William Monahan and the group didnt 
hear a thing about the project. 

Mr. Hurd moved to ask acting Tow n Manager Theresa DeBenedictis to hire a consultant to analyze traffic and environmental 
studies produced by the project's developers. SO VOTED

Bob McKersie, 197 Jason Street, presented a petition w ith 100 signatures from area residents concerned about safety conditions, 
and traffic issues on Jason Street. The follow ing residents spoke about their fear and concerns:

Residents felt immediate action was necessary due to the increased use by cut through traffic that plagues the area, and the 
residents feel drivers have become more aggressive, making the streets unsafe for children. 


Mrs. Spengler asked the Board not to let traffic destroy the neighborhood. She stated that today Jason Street is a very young 
neighborhood. 

After much discussion regarding the increased traffic and safety concerns, the Board voted (4 - 1) as follows: 

A six month trial period limiting through traffic on Jason Street. Post “Do Not Enter” signs between the hours of 7:00 - 9:00 a.m. at 
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the intersection of Jason and Gray Streets and post “Do Not Enter” signs between the hours of 4:00 - 7:00 p.m. at the 
intersection of Jason and Spring Streets 
No heavy trucking at all times. 

Increase police enforcement on Jason Street and, also, on Highland Avenue w here access to Route 2 is available. 

Refer to Transportation Advisory Committee and report back to Board of Selectmen as soon as possible with recommendations. 


Mr. Greeley moved approval; seconded by Mrs. Dias. Mr Hurd voted against said motion. Mr. Hurd felt the petition and 
neighborhood requests should be referred to the Transportation Advisory Committeee for their recommendations before the Board 
takes any action. SO VOTED

Mrs. Mahon moved an approval, seconded by Mr. Hurd that a crossw alk be installed on Jason Street at the intersection of Norfolk 
Road. SO VOTED

Kevin Knoblock, Chairman and Carol Kow alski spoke to Board about their concerns w ith the Mugar property and w hat the impact 
would be from the Belmont Uplands Proposal. Mugar developers propose to build two buildings totaling more than 150,000 square 
feet. A decision on the property's flood plain elevations by the Department of Environmental Protection weighs heavily for both 
sides as to how much of the 18 acre property can be developed. 

Mugar environmental consultant, Rizzo Associates, appealed the decision of the Towns Conservation Commission after it rejected 
the elevation presented by Rizzo project Manager David Albrecht. 

Tow n activists continue to w ork w ith the nonprofit Trust for Public Land to determine a w ay to keep the space permanently open.
